His Majefty and the 
whole Court repair'd to a Wooden Honfe buile pur- 
pofely onthe Rampart, to {ce the Firework plaid 
off ; bur there was more Smoke than Flame, and 
the Wind drove towards that Houfe, fo that his 
Majefty could not bave a diftiné&e View of the De- 
vices, &c. In coming and going his Majefty was 
falured with a Difcharge of 30 Pieces of Cannon 
which were plac'd for that Occafion on the Ram- 
parts. On Friday a new Opera was perform’d. in 
the Palace, at which the Prince and Princefs, and 
the whole Court, were prefent. The 26th there are 
to be great Illuminations, which ‘tis laid will con- 
clude the Rejoycings for this Marriage. 


The following Letrer was written by the States 
General to the King of Sweden, when he was 
"about to Invade Saxony : Tho’ it did not come 
to our Hands till after the unexpected Turn of’ 

the A@.irs of Saxony and Poland, yet we cannot 
but think it worth preferving. 
Moft Screne and muft Potent King, : 

\ T HO’ we can bardly. belicve your Royal Ma- 
\ jefty has takenany Refulutionto invade Saxony 
_ or other Territories in Germany fubject tothe 
of Poland, yet the Rumour of fuch a Defign is fo 
gencral, and there are fo many Advices that your 
Royal M:;jefty has fome fuch Intention, that we 
know not well what ro think ; Efpecially fince not 
only the Senate who during the King’s Abfenge have 
the Adminiftratign of the Government of Saxony, 
bur other Princes of the Empire have fignified to us 
the Uneafine(s which the Approach of your Troops 
to the Frontiers of Saxony and Silefia, joyn’d with . 
the publick Reports, has given them. Wherefore 
we judge it the thorveft and fareft Way to addrefs 
‘ourfelves to your Royal Majefty, in whofe Friend- 
dhip we have always put the greateft Confidence ; 
with a firm Affurance, that as your Royal Ma- 
jefty has hitkerro had Regard to the Defires and In- 
tercits of Us and the Allies, fo you will not now 
enter hoftiley Saxony and other T erritories of the 
Empire, but by. your favourable Anfwer will give 
us hope that out of the fame Regard you will for- 
bear doing it hereafter, and that you have no 
Thought nor will entertain any of changing the a 
of War and carrying it into Germany 5 which wou . 
be more prejudicial to us and all thafe who wit 
united Arms are at this Time contending for the . 
common Welfare of Europe, than it might be to or

or feeing a new Fire of War broke out “mg mc 
and raging if their Neighbourhood, may look upcn 
themfelves as immediately concern’d in it, and judge 
they oughe to take Care, leaft while they are one 
Way employ’d for the general Good, they ‘may 
fuffer private Damage another. By this tis manifett 
how great a Number of the Troops of the Allieg 
would be drawn off from the War with France, to 
turn their Arms againft your Royal Majefty’s Forces 3 
and ‘tis eafy to perceive how advantagious this 
would be to the French, who are endeavouring to 
enflave all Europe, and how prejudicial to us and 
our Allies who are ftrenuoufly vindicating the com- 
mon Liberty. When we confider thefe things, and 
at the fame Time call to Mind, bow earneftly your 
Royal Majefty always favour'd the Caufe of the 
Allies, and that you have never given any Sign of 
your having chang’d your Inclination, that bi fides 
we are ftrictly engag’d with your Royal Majrfty in 
Atiiances, by Virtue of which we thould certainly. 
receive Aflittance and Succour from you in this 
War againft France, were you not taken up by an- 
other War; We cannot perfwade our {elves yout 
Royal Maj:fty will undertake an Expedition fo con- 
trary to ours and the general Incereft, and there 

do fo much Prejudice to Us, who with Others when 
our Hands were at Liberty, did in the Beginning of 
this War in which your Royal Majefty has gain’d 
immortal Glory by your many ViCories, fo chearm
